Terms of Settlement. 


It Is understood that the terms o

2. That the legal fees and othe 


expenses attendant upon the enor- 
mous amount of litigation, which the 
complaining first-mortgage bondhold- 
ers were put ttOi .will be paid by the 
Schwab party.

3. That the holdings of the com- 


plaining bondholders who wish,to sell 
their bonds, will. be. purchased on a 
basis of 90. These bonds have recent- 
ly sold in the market at 14.

State Hay and Philippe BunawVarllla, 
the minister from Panama, signed the 
isthmian canal treaty here at Secre- 
tary Hay's residence. 
It Is believed 


that the Panama special commission, 
which has arrived here has been em- 
powered to ratify the treaty, and this 
may be done at once. 


In Us general outlines the new con- 


vention la .patterned, after the Hay- 
Herran treaty, with the exception ,that; 
It follows not only the spirit but the 
letter of the Spooner act. Thus/In-' 
stead of a.lease for a fixed period, It 
provides for a perpetual lease ot the 
right of way to the United States. 
This gives the United States abso- 
lute sovereignty In a tract that prob- 
ably will be about ten miles wide.

American and half Colombian—to ad-

clallsm is "common ownership" 
of 


what ar0 called "tho means of pro- 
duction," -which'ultimately Involves 
the common ownership of practical- 
ly all property. 
There aro extreme 


socialists, and there arto moiterato 
socialists, -differing from each other 
mainly as to the 
method by which 


the ultimate common ownership of 
property 
Is to be 
brought about. 


There are some socialists who open- 
.ly advocate community of ownership 
of air property with all that that Im- 
plies, whllo there are others who ad- 
mil:that tho times are not ripe for 
this, and do not advocate more than 
extension of municipal and national 
ownership of certain Industries that 
might be called public service 
In 


character. 
The latter, 
however, 


hold the basic principle, as a theory 
at all events; and certainly It la that 
socialism means ownership of pro- 
perty by the society Instead of the 
individual. 


Of course socialism Is necessarily 


opposed by its nature of -that syB' 
tern of society which lias existed In 
practically all civilized communities 
for a great many 
centuries. 
The 


right' of an Individual to -hold proper 
ty is one of tho fundamental rights 
co-equal with the right of the indlv 
idual to life, and liberty. 
One can- 


not be abrogated without tho others 
also being 
abrogated. 
Socialism, 


therefore. Is flatly opposed 
to the 


fundamental principles upon which 
this government Is based, these prin- 
ciples being stated 
In tho Declara- 


tion of Independence, and expressed 
In their application In tho constitu- 
tions of the United States and the 
several states. On this point there 
can be no question. 


Some socialists favor the obtain- 


ing of their ends by revolution, while 
others, as they eplgrammatlcally put 
it. rely upon evolution. 
Many peo- 


ple who are not socialists believe In 
municipal ownership of such Indus- 
tries 
as 
street 
railroads. 
gas 


companies, electric light companies, 
etc.. on grounds of public policy. So- 
cialists of the less Intelligent type 
profess to 'draw from municipal own- 
ership of such 
things 'an an argu- 


ment in favor of universal socialism, 
forgetting that the propriety of com- 
mon ownership of some things 'does 
not neces*)ar(lly mean propriety] of 
common ownership at all. Because 
a municipality can properly own and 
operate a street railway or electric 
lighting plant, and because the gov- 
ernment properly operates the post 
office, it does not follow that either 
should own newspapers, steel factor 
les, cotton mills, etc. It so happens 
however, that while there are many 
very acute minds In the ranks of so- 
cialism, the majority of 
socialists 


may fairly be described as men who 
have "learned to thlnlc a little." 


The socialistic creed Is attractive 


and plausible In a high degree, anc 
is practically 
unanswerable 
If It 


once be admitted that there are no 
such things as natural rights In ex 
Istence. 
In its latest forms, tho the 


ory has been 'drawn out, here and in 
Europe, in most logical and scientific 
form, and furnishes a mass of doc 
trlnes particularly 
attractive to a 


largo class of people.

cialism is to be found in tho fact tha 
men are born unequal as to their ab 
Illtlcs and that In the long run great 
er ability will not bo content will 
lesser compensation.
